Shortly after the Mt Lemmon repeater was 
moved, from Radio Ridge to it’s new location on 
the summit of Mt Lemmon, the old tower 
sustained a catastrophic failure during a major 
winter storm. 

The remaining systems at the site were 
heroically returned to service shortly thereafter by 
K7JEM, NSIA, N5BG and AF7EF working in 
three feet of snow to erect temporary antennas 
and masts mounted to the building. 

Memorial Day weekend AK7AR and KY7K 
stripped all antennas, coax, guys and fixtures from 
the tower and then cut into more manageable 
sections for removal from the mountain.

EAARS Bylaws Proposed Changes 


May 19, 2016 


Every year or two, we try to look at the By-Laws and make any needed updates or improvements. ‘This 
document will outline new proposals that were voted on at the May 17 club meeting. Some of these 
changes are to make the club more efficient, and for clarification, and others are to address issues being 
brought up in litigation in another state. ‘The first change is relatively minor. It is a name change of the 
“Repeater Sites Trustees”, as used in Article II and Article II of the Constitution. We propose 
changing the name of this office to “Repeater Sites Manager” to better reflect the duty, and the fact 
that it is a single individual, not multiple people. 


The second change is to add a new section, called “Appointed Positions” to the By-Laws. ‘This Article 
will allow the Executive Committee to appoint an assistant Secretary-[reasurer, club license trustee, 
and assistants to the Repeater Sites Manager. It also allows appointments of committees and chairmen 
as needed. 


The third change is to add two paragraphs to Article I of the By-Laws, which covers membership. ‘The 
first paragraph outlines the procedure for removal of a club member. ‘The second paragraph outlines 
the procedure to prohibit a licensee from using the club's repeaters. 


This third change is being brought on by civil litigation currently pending in North Carolina, against 
an amateur radio group. These paragraphs outline the “due process” that will be given members of 
this club, should it become necessary to remove them from the club, or prohibit them from accessing 
our repeaters. Without these procedures in place, a member could have been removed without “due 
process”, and the club could possibly have been in violation of state statutes.

We will give the members a few weeks to look over these proposals. If you see any glaring mistakes or 
problems, please let us know at mailto:eaarsofficers@eaars.com Use the e-mail only if you perceive a 
problem, we don't need a lot of mail that says “Looks Great!” or “This is awful” . This isn't the time 
to vote on the proposal, it is just a last review. Around the end of June, we will send out the e- 
mail ballot so you can actually vote on the proposal, so look for that at a later time.

The following is what will be changed: 


1. All references to “Repeater Sites Trustees” will now say “Repeater Sites Manager” with 
appropriate changes in pronouns. 


Section V — Repeater Sites Manager 
The Repeater Sites Manager shall be responsible for the operation and maintenance of the szes 
and its equipment. He/she will report any needed repairs or problems at each business meeting. 


1. Article VI will be added as a new section: 


Article VI 
Appointed Positions 


The Executive Committee shall appoint a club license trustee for the R7EAR callsign. This appointment is required by 
FCC rules, and a license trustee shall always be appointed, as long as a club license remains issued. The Executwe 
Committee shall also have power to appoint an assistant Secretary- Treasurer, assistant(s) to the Repeater Site Manager, 
and chairmen and members of such committees that are deemed necessary by club membership. These appointees shall be 
members in good standing of the club, and serve at the pleasure of the Executive Committee. 


1. ‘Iwo new paragraphs are added under Article I of the By-Laws. It is printed here in its entirety 
(italic highhghted areas are the new additions): 


Article I 
Membership 


Application forms for membership shall be submitted by mail to the club mailing address or in 
person at a regular meeting, accompanied by the appropriate dues. Each Applicant must agree to 
abide by the constitution, by-laws, and other rules promulgated by the club. An applicant must be 
approved by a majority of the members present. All licensed members of an immediate family are 
given membership with one vote per family upon-payment of dues for one membership. If family 
members each desire a vote, they may obtain separate membership. 


Any member may be removed due to a violation of the purposes of this organization. A two-thirds majority of the voting 
membership is required for such removal. All voting members must be notified of this pending action at least one week prior 
to the removal decision. Written charges by any member are to be presented to the Executive Committee, who will notify the 
accused, with sufficient opportunity given for the accused to answer charges at a meeting of the membership. Voting for 
removal from membership is to be done by secret ballot. The accused member must be notified immediately of the outcome 
of the vote. 


Any licensee may be prohibited from using the club’s repeaters if shown that there 1s a willful disregard for FCC rules or 
club guidelines. The accused shall be notified and gwen an opportunity to respond or defend against the proposed action. 
The Executive Committee and club license trustee shall jointly make this decision, after reviewing the facts. A prohibition 
may be rescinded at any tume by action of the Execute Committee and club license trustee.
